proposed examination of evidence about the 
‘ first resurrection.’ In 1 Cor. 15: 23,24, we find 
the resurrection divided into several acts, as fol- 
lows :—*‘As in Adam all dic, even so in Christ 
shall all be made alive. But every man in his 
own order: Christ the first-fruits ; afterward 
they that are Christ’s, at his coming ; then com- 
eth the end, when he shall have delivered up the 
kingdom to God, even the Father” How do 
you understand this ?—as making ¢wo resurrec- 
tions besides Christ’s, or only one ? 

Inquirer.—One only, of course. The apos- 
tle says expressly, after speaking of the Second 
Coming, © “HEN cometh the end.’ 

Circular.—Now I will convince you that 
you are ina mistake. The word then, in the 
clause you quote, instead of identifying the 
‘end,’ as yousuppose, with the Second Coming, 
makes a third item of it, and carries it forward 
to an after-veriod, as distinct from the time of 
the Second Coming, as that is from the time of 
Christ’s resurrection. To show this, I must 
call your attention to the Greek words that are 
translated ‘afterward’ and ‘ then,’ in the pas- 
sage we are considering. They are epeita and 
eita ; and they occur in several other instances 
in the New Testament, in precisely similar cir- 
cumstances, so that by comparing we can make 
sure of their meaning. or instance, in this 
same 15th of 1Cor., (ver. 7,) the apostle, in 
his enumeration of those who saw Christ after 
his resurrection, mentions the five hundred 
brethr.n who saw him at once, and then says— 
‘After that he was seen of James; then of all 
the apostles.’ Here we have in the original, 
epeita, translated after that, and eita, translated 
then, just as they are in the di- ted passage. 
You see that the word ¢hen, in ‘iis case cer- 
tainly, does not refer to the \eim mentioned 
vefore, but makes a new item. The plain 
meaning is, that Christ was seen by the five 
hundred brethren ; after that by James; and 
thei. at another time, by all the apostles. So in 
staiing the order of the resurrection, Paul 
means to name three distinct ites, viz: first, 
Christ’: resurreetion ; s*.vndly, the resurrection 
at the second Coming; and thirdly, the final 
or universal resurrection. 

Take another example of this same form of 
enumeration. In the 12th chapter of 1 Cor- 
inthians, ver. 28, occurs the following :—“‘God 
hath set in the church, tirst, apostles; secon- 
darily, prophets ; thirdly, teachers ; after that, 
lepetta,| miracles ; then [eit:] gifts of healing,” 
Xe. Here again it is plain that the gifts of 
healing are distinct from the miracles, and that 
the word then is a term of separation just like 
the words secondarily and thirdly that precede 
it,

resurrection, must be given up. He does not 
mean to say that the ‘end’ is at the Second 
Coming, when the first resurrection takes place, 
but that it isa distinct affair, to come after- 
wards. 

The received translation of 1 Cor 15: 23, 24, 
is calculated to blind and mislead in several 
respects. It does not give true force to the 
antithesis between the first item and the last. 
The word translated ‘ first-fruits,’ is more cor- 
rectly rendered ‘the beginning,’ which better 
prc) ares the ear for ‘the end.’ ‘Then the last 
item, relating to ‘the end,’ is separated from 
the iwo that precede it by the division of ver- 
ses, and the word cometh is interpolated in it, 
both of which arrangements tend to remove it 
from its true place in ‘‘1e series. It is evideut 
that the translators had no clear idea of the 
distinction between the first resurrection and 
the second, and consequently made a jumble 
of Paul’s statement, corresponding with their 
Let Paul speak for himself, 








wn ignorance. 
without interruption or interpolation, and his 
statement is this: ‘ All shall be made alive; 
but every man in his own order: Christ the 
beginning; after that, they that are Christ’s at 
his coming; then the end.” As we supply 
mentally the words ‘of the resurrection,’ after 
‘beginning,’ so we supply the same words after 
‘the end.’ Theidea is that of a resurrection in 
three acts—a beginning, a middle, and an end ; 
and the end is as distinct from the middle as 
the middle is from the beginning ; that is to 
say, the final resurrection is as distinct from the 
resurrection at the Second Coming, as that is 
from Christ’s resurrection. 
Inquirer.—This reasoning appears to be 
conclusive. But do you suppose that Paul 
foresaw that there was to be a long interval 
between the resurrection at the Second Coming 
and the final resurrection In his language 
they seem very close together. 
Circular.—Perhaps the seeming is in your 
habit of thinking, and not in his language.— 
We have seen that Christ instructed his disei- 
ples that the ‘ times of the Gentiles’ were to 
be after his Second Coming. It is not to be 
supposed that Paul, the most intelligent of the 
apostles, was ignorant of this part of Christ’s 
prophetic theory. in fact he too predicted 
the ‘times of the Gentiles,’ and went into a 
specific exposition of the arrangement by which 
the Gentiles were finally to give the gospel to 
the Jews, as the Jews in that dispensation had

ziven the gospel to the Gentiles. 
In 


will see in the 11th chapter of Romans. 
Eph. 1: 10, Paul speaks of ‘the dispensation 
of the fulness of times,’ evidently alluding to 
the final manifestation of Christ, after the 
times of the Gentiles. It is clear, therefore, 
that in his mind ‘the end’ was quite distant, 
though the Second Coming was near. In or- 
der to fairly represent his whole theory, as in- 
dicated by these other passages that I have re- 
ferred to, we must paraphrase 1 Cor. 15; 23, 
24, in this way: ‘ All shall be raised ; but ev- 
ery man in his own order; Christ the begin- 
ning ; after that, at the Second Coming, which 
is atthe end of the times of the Jews, the 


the dispensation of the fulness of times: but 
he saw the Second Coming and the first resur- 
rection at the beginuing of that reign and with- 
in his own lifetime. 


Temperance behind the Bar. 


The time was, when the friends of reform 





asked no favors of legislative enactments and 
statute laws in carrying forward moral enter- 
prises. They had little or no confidence in 
compulsory reformation and suppression of overt 
acts. They argued that man was a moral, as 
well as a physical being, and the former rather 
than the latter, should be appealed to, in or- 
der to secure auy permanent improvement of 


character. 

But those days have in a measure passed 
away; and very little is said at the present 
time, of the importance of relying on the pow- 
er of truth, addressed to the understanding, as 
a means of effecting the desired reformation of 
individuals. 

In view of this change one might naturally 
inquire into the cause of it. In going back to 
the beginning of these moral enterprises, it 
will be found that they originated mostly in the 
revival period from 1830 to 1835. The early 
advocates and apostles of the reforms, were 
men and women who had, for a time, at least, 
faith in God. They had been connected with 
the revival movement, and were witnesses, to 
some extent, of the power of gospel truth, in 
changing for the better, the moral characters 
of men. So when they turned their attention 
to reforms, they made available, what might 
he called a religious momentum, which the 
churches had accumulated during the reviva!- 
dispensation. And so long as the power, thus 
furnished at hand, lasted, there was something 
accomplished, at least, in checking for the time 
being, the tide of immorality. Gradually, 
however, the reformatory movement assumed 
independence of every thing like religious faith, 
as a motive power to secure its end. Infidels 
engaged in it and professed Christians stood on 
the same platform with them, lookin, for help, 
not to Christ, but mainly to law as the source 
from whence salvation was to come. 

The following experience, occurring as it did 
‘in the early part of the revival period alluded 
to, may illustrate on a small scale, *] 
of inoral suasion at a time when religion was 
in the major position to man’s wisdom.

Tn the summer of 1831, the writer, then 
quite young, came from Massachusetts to New-

accompany him to religious meetings. 





-\i 1ust his employer complained to him that 
he was ruining his business by his talk about 
religion and temperance—that already some of 
his customers were leaving his store, &e. He 
said moreover that he had written to his father 
on the subject. And sure enough he had, as 
a letter soon came admonishing the young con- 
vert, not tobe too zealous for religion, &e. 
But as the writer could give no pledge of any 
better behavior for the future. he and the 
rumseller parted. 

We have told rather a long story to, illus- 
trate our idea of moral suasion ; yet it aaswers 
our purpose. We can understand the philos- 
ophy of that experience now, much better than 
we did at the time. The Spirit of truth, the 
only agency that really accomplishes any per- 
manent good, cannot act only in a free medium. 
It cannot act in conjunction with legality and 
condemuation. But it can act in conjunction 
with oriticism. The true way therefore to 
promote temperance, is to leave men free, give 
them a good conscience even in drinking, and 
then apply eriticism as a channel for the Spirit 
of truth, the real power that can save them. 

If temperance, and all other good things, 
were not included in our gospel, and we wished 
to promote temperance by itself, as in former 
times, we would take our place in the bar, 
giving our customers criticism as freely as they 
demanded their drams. 

There is moral suasion in the free gospel of 
Christ and Paul, that we had not conceived of 
in our early experience. And it is beginning to 
work mightily too, in conquering every foe 
within the pale of the social enclosure of hu- 
manity. The spirit of free oriticism asks no 
favors of law or circumstances, in overcoming 
all bad habits and elevating humanity into re- 
lations befitting souls fur whom Christ died.

Woman’s Rights. 


Where shall the reform begin? At home— 
is the response of common sense—and in the 
individual woman. And what is the first right 
that she ought to secure? I answer, it is the 
management of her tongue. Let her get that 
under control, and it will go a great way to- 
ward her gaining all other rights. 

Education and habit, as a general thing, con- 
sign woman’s tongue to the dominion of empti- 
ness and frivolity, or what is worse, scanda! and 
evil speaking. This is a notorious fact, and a 
standing matter of ridicule in the world. Here 
is a species of tyranny that all true women 
should revolt at. Itis not enough to re- 
fuse to be tale-bearers, but we must abhor 
trifling and barren conversation. Let us 
cease to do evil, and learn to do well.— 
If the time is coming, as the Reformers de- 
mand, when women shall sit in the Legislature 
and have an equal share with man in guiding 
public opinion, they must certainly make the 
government of their,tongues a serious matter. 
As things now are, the great majority of wo- 
men can carry on any amount of gossip and 
chitchat in a private way ; they find no difficul- 
ty in making themselves heard, and no embar- 
rassment, or lack of words. But change the 
seene, and call upon them to speak to edifica- 
‘ion of even a small family cirele,—and much 
more if a large one—-and immediately there is 
a shrinking, a confusion of ideas, and a loss of 
voice. This shows what a tremendous power 
is concerned ia this slavery of the tongue that 
women submit to. It is a kind of tyranny 
which gives them unlimited use of speech in 
2 fruitless, frivolous way ; but is ready with 
all the foree of bashfulness and nervousness 
to veto any attempt to speak to public edifica- 
tion. This opposing power must be overcome ; 
and here I think reform properly begins. We 
need not fear but that women will win all their 
other rights when they have wrested their 
tongues from this degrading slavery, and given 
them up to be mediums of the Spirit ef truth. 

There are some exceptions to the general 
habits of women in respect to freedom of utter- 
ance. Necessity and attraction induce many 
women to go on the stage, become actresses, 
and perform nightly before the largest audien- 
ees. They train their voices so as to be dis- 
tinetly heard all over the house—and laying 
aside all bashfulness, speak and act the fictitious 
heroine te the life. The same necessity com- 
pels many women to become teachers ; and in 
this profession they are obliged to acquire a 
full, distinct voice, frecdom from bashfulness, 
and power of thought and language that will 
edify and instruct their pupils. 

Though we do not wish to acquire freedom 
of utterance in order to become teachers, or 
actresses, we do all wish to become mediums 
of truth, and circulators of the true spirit in the 
largest sphere possible. For that purpose we 
want, first, liberty of soul to speak the truth to 
edification, to be fruitful in thought and ut- 
terance ; and secondly, we want to gain control 
of the voice, so as to speak loud and distinct, 
and without bashfulness. 

The last year’s experience has given me new 
hope and courage in respect to this reform. I 
have found myself disposed to abstain from 
much private conversation, and chiefly inspir- 
ed in the channel of open, public talk in our 
family meetings. In following th‘s inspira- 
tion, the necessity for a more loud and distinct 
voice than I had before acquired, made a de- 
mand on my faith ; but when I determined in 
my heart that I could control my voice, imme- 
diately a sensible obstruction gave way, and I 
have had very little difficulty since, cither from 
bashfulness, or weakness of voice. I believe 
that by thus taking one step after another, and 
keeping the object steadily in view, of break- 
ing up the slavery of habit, and gaining the 
complete use of our tongues for all edifying 
purposes, we shall ere long sce every fetter 
broken.

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Has the Bible had its Day ? 
The call of A. J. Davis and others for a convention 
to discuss the merits of the Bible, (which we noticed 
in our last,) among other things, thus enumerates 
the views of the various classes that are invited to 
attend : 

‘Some may have no doubt that the Jewish and 
Christian Scriptures have subserved an important 
end, and believe that their mission is nearly com- 
pleted, and must be superseded by a new dispensa- 
tion ; some may believe that their influence has been 
prejudicial in every respect, and that they have 
been acurse rather than a blessing to mankind; 
others may believe them a perfect record of the Di- 
vine will to man—good in the past and for all time 
tocome; and others still may deny the plenary in- 
spiration of the Bible, discarding much of the Old 
Testament, and receiving most or all of the New.” 

We presume that Davis and his school belong to 
the first of these classes, regarding the Bible asa 
transitory institution, that has been useful, but is 
now effete, and is to give place to the writings of 
modern illuminati. Several objections to this view 
occur to us, which We may as well set down here, as 
we shall probably not be able to attend the conven- 
fion. 

1. The mission of the Bible cannot be finished, be- 
cause it has not been half understood and digested 
yet. The nut has not been cracked. No matter 
whether the meat at last shall turn out to be good, 
bad, or indifferent; the mission of the nut cannot 
reasonably be said to have been completed, till it has 
been fairly opened. We never could attain to any 
respect for Swedenborg’s internal-sense-supplement 
to the Bible, because we could not help seeing that 
he had never half mastered the external sense.— 
Boys should not consider their arithmetic’s mission 
finished, and propose to ascend into the higher 
branches of mathematics, before they have mastered 
the multiplication-table. Even supposing the Bible 
to be a book of error, it is not time to lay it aside 
tillit has been fairly expounded, and its actual 
teachings have been brought to light. We cannot 
consent that the Bible should go into oblivion, till 
the prevailing perversion of what it teaches about 
the Second Coming, for instance, has been rectified ; 
and this is only a specimen of the misrepresentations 
under which it labors. If it is a bad book, it ought 
not to be put down till it is understood; and if it is 
a good book, its usefulness is not half used up yet. 

2. In point of fact, we see no indications of the 
winding up of the Bible-dispensation. The Bible- 
Societies are as busy as ever, and they are making 
preparations, and laying out work for a long time to 
come. And the tide of events seems to be in their 
favor. Supposing these operations to be all foolish 
and wrong, they are still facts, which should be 
taken into the account in judging whether the Bi- 
ble’s mission is ‘nearly completed.’ However desira- 
ble it may seem to be, in the view of the Hartford 
spiritualists, that an end should be made immediately 
of the Bible’s influence, it is quite likely to have 
‘considerable of a run’ yet. Providence, or fate, or 
something else, which we must all submit to, appears 
to have made arrangements for putting the world to 
school to it a while longer. Even the infidel party 
is growing quite delicate in its opposition. We have 
no Abner Kneelands now-a-days. The Parkers and 
Davises that have taken their place are comparatively 
respectful toward the ‘ good book.’ And then only 
think what a flood of influence in favor of the Bible, 
‘Uncle Tom’s Cabin’ is rolling round the world. If 
we were convinced, as Davis and his friends appear 
to be, that the Bible dispensation ought to come to 
an end about this time, we should be obliged to ad- 
mit that the prospects of that consummation are not 
very encouraging, and we should fear that some mis- 
calculation had led us into a vain waiting like that 
of the, Millerites. 

For our part, we confess, we are operating for an 
unprecedented rise, instead of a fall, of Bible-stock. 
We do not believe that it has culminated yet ; but 
confidently expect that the interest of the world in 
it will steadily increase, till it will demand the ser- 
vice ofa Daily Press. Such are the persuasions of 
the spirits that visit us.

Father Gavazzi out of the Traces, Kicking 
right and left. 

The Tribune reports a late lecture of Father Ga- 
vazzi to the Italians in New-York, from which we 
extract a few paragraphs. In order to understand 
the force of all the hits in what he says, the reader 
must be apprised, that Dr. Cheever, one of the edi- 
tors of the Independent, whose special function has 
long been to maintain the sacredness of the Puritan 
Sabbath against all encroachments, has also been 
the usher and enthusiastic champion of Gavazzi in 
his late war on the Catholics ; and had a sharp con- 
troversy with the Tribune on his behalf. Gavazzi’s 
free way of speaking his mind about our Amerjcan 
moralities, and flirting the Bible in the face of friends 
and foes, is evidently very ‘impolitic,’ but it is not 
in our heart to find much fault with what he says: 

After your daily labor of the week is over, 
devote a part of Sunday to read the Bible. 
Not all the Sunday—I do not approve of cer- 
tain Scotch and Protestant practices, keeping 
people at home or at church all day, with no 
walk or recreation. I have seen in certain 
places what this staying at home all day means 
—gossiping over whisky toddy—tumblers of 
toddy to enliven your hearts. [Laughter.] 
I do not recommend you to do as in some 
countries, ( under the eye of the Priests and 
Jesuits,) go to bull and bear bating—but re- 
pose and refresh yourselves. 

Could it be possible to form a little congre- 
gation it would be very desirable that the Pro- 
testants should not say that we are without re- 
ligion now that we have disclaimed the Pope. 
We will talk of justice, and we will do justice 
to ourselves—not self-love—but a proper sen- 
timent of our own dignity. I have seen 
enough of America to be able to say that any 
one who works can gain his livelihood. Ame- 
rica can give bread to all the emigration. In 
England we had the misfortune to have £900 
sterling subscribed ready for us when we ar- 
rived there in exile—and this was rather an 
injury than a benefit. Let every one work, 
save money, and make himself a gentleman.— 
Earth is a mother which lets none of her chil- 
dren want. Work, live and be temperate. 

Do not take me for a temperance orator: 
that would be a mistake. [Laugh.] I mean 
only justice. I do not intend to preach against 
temperance in America. Total abstinence has 
the approbation of a large amount of people 
and some legislatures ; and Paul tells us not to 
take wine if my brother would be scandalized. 
But now I speak to the Italians, and I do not 
disapprove of wines and liquors, 1 must 
preach the whole gospel, and not as some do, 
only those portions which please them. Christ 
says that it is not what enters into the mouth 
that defiles a man, but that which cometh out 
of the mouth. Also, the first miracle he per- 
formed was turning water into wine, and not 
wine into water,—[laughter]—and it was real- 
ly good wine. Paul directed wine to be taken 
as a means to keep out of the doctor’s hands. 
How, then, could I preach the Gospel and pro- 
hibit wine ? 

We are on the eve of a great convulsion ; 
the Protestants are asleep; they do not sce 
that Temperance is a Jesuitical movement. I 
do not make this assertion becausé its founder 
was a Capuchin monk, but on account of its 
ceremonies. he nature of the Society is Jes- 
uitical—binding by oath its votaries to total 
abstinence, to propagandise and to proselytise. 
Jesus never instituted it. Gregory VII. 
obliged Priests to take vows of celibacy and 
poverty, and to observe fasts, vigils, &c. If 
Archbishop Hughes be taunted with these ab- 
surdities, he can point to the Temperance so- 
cieties of the Protestants, who can make no 
reply. This institution will bring England and 
America to embrace the other Papal fasts of 
abstinences. 

But some zealous Protestant may say, Then 
you protect the drunkard, the masses being 
disposed to abuse the gift of wine. I reply 
that I do not protect the drunkard. I have 
heard Paul quoted where he says that adulter- 
ers, thieves, avaricious, drunkards, fornicators, 
&c., cannot enter into Heaven. ‘Then to avoid 
adultery, which is the infraction of the mar- 
riage vow, shall we prohibit matrimony ; to 
prevent thieving shall we not allow any thing 
to exist for thieves to steal; to prevent avarice 
shall we prohibit property and commerce ; to 
prevent adultery, shall we prevent men and 
women from living? Yet the temperance peo- 
ple would destroy wine to prevent drunkenness. 








All the texts of Paul are not so rigidly ad- 


hered to, for the Apostle wrote some strong 
remarks respecting women which are not paid 
great attention to. I would not speak against 
the women, but they certainly are to be seen 
here in the present day in situations very differ- 
ent from the position marked out by the Apos- 
tie. We have even Curates—-a Reverend An- 
toinette. Well! they will doubtless take good 
eare of the flock. [ Laughter. ] : 

The best way is to moralize the people to 
procure temperance and moderation. This 
may seem a long road to travel, but it is a sure 
way. How many drunkards do you suppose 
have joined the Temperance Societies—perhaps 
a million you may say—or 100,000? No! 
Nota hundred. Barely a dozen drunkards, 
The rest are allthose who do not like wine, 
and they make no great sacrifice in drinkin 
water. I ascertained thatin England, (I do 
not speak of America, because I am best ac- 
quainted with England,) the number of drink- 
ing-shops is increased since the commencement 
of the Temperance movement. 

I cannot, in Italy, preach a fiction of the 
Gospel. I find that wine does good to man, 
Christ made a miracle in its favor. I cannot 
preach against it. I aman independent man 
and am not paid by any Protestant to preach 
any practice which I disapprove. If 1 were 
working for dollars I would have staid in Eng- 
land and should not have come to America. 





A Military Comparison. 
We find in Gilmore Sims’ ‘Life of Gen. Marion,’ 
a remark showing the difference between militia- 
men and regular troops, and the advantage which 
organization and discipline give to the latter : 


“The true secret of’ the superiority of regu- 
lars over militia-men lies in the habit of mu- 
tual reliance. They feel each other’s elbows, 
in military parlance—they are assured by the 
custom of mutually depending one upon the 
other. This habit impresses them with a con- 
viction, which the terrors of conflict do not of- 
ten impair, that they will not be deserted ; and 
thus assured, they hurry into the battle, and 
remain in it so long as the body with which 
they move can act together. Once broken, 
however, the cry is ‘sawve qut peut.’ [save 
who can.] Not so with militia-men. They 
never forget their individuality. The very 
feeling of personal independence is apt to im- 
pair there confidence in one another. Their 
habit is to obey the individual impulse. They 
do not wait to take their temper from their 
neighbor right and left. _ Hence their irregu- 
larity—the difficulty of restraining them—of 
making them act in routine, and with entire ref- 
erence to the action of other bodies. So far 
from deriving strength from feeling another’s 
elbow, they much prefer elbow-room. Could 
they be assured of one another, they were the 
greatest troops in the world. They are the 
greatest troops in the world—capable of the 
most daring and heroic achievements——-wherever 
the skill of the commander can inspire this 
feeling of mutual reliance.” 

Why should not men have the same advantage, in 
fighting the battle of life, that regular troops have 
—a sense of mutual reliance, and ‘feeling of each- 
other’s elbows’? There is no reason why society 
should not have the full benefit of this unitary 
principle, and still promote everything that is valu- 
able to the individual. 





A Fact in Chronology. 


The disciples asked Christ what should be 
‘the sign of his Coming, and of the end of the 
world? As the two events were evidently co- 
incident in their minds, what is the evidence 
that they were so in reality? Or in other 
words, as we know that the Second Coming of 
Christ took place at the destruction of Jerusa- 
lem, was that also the time of the ‘ end of the 
world ?? The common idea is that the disci- 
ples confounded events that had no connection, 
by asking in one breath, when the temple 
would be destroyed, and what should be the 
sign of Christ’s Coming, and of the end of the 
world ? But we have seen that the first and 
second questions were in natural order, and 
now let us inquire if the third was not equally 
pertinent. 

It should first be noticed that the word 
world, as it occurs in the English New Testa- 
ment, stands for two words with different sig- 
nifications in the original. In the Greek, there 
is Kosmos, signifying the creation, and aion, 
signifying an age, or period of the world ; both 
of which words are rendered ‘ world’ without 
distinction in the English version. The disci- 
ples inquired about the ‘ aion ;? but John. when 
he said, The Word ‘ was in the world, and the 
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world was made by him, and the world knew 
him not,’ uses the word ‘Aosmos.’ In a text 
which we intended to quote as proof that the 
disciples were not confused in the question they 
asked, both words occur. Paul, in Hebrews 
11: 26, thus uses them: ‘For then must he 
[Christ] often have suffered since the founda- 
tion of the kosmos, but now once in the end of 
the aion hath he appeared to put away sin by 
the sacrifice of himself.’ This text shows that 
the world, in some sense, was drawing to a ter- 
mination when Christ appeared. Again Paul 
says, 1 Cor. 10: 11, ‘These things are written 
for our admonition, upon whom the ends of 
the avon are come.’ Christ said to his disci~ 
ples, not many days after they asked this ques- 
tion, ‘Go ye and teach all nations, &¢.—Lo 
I am with you always, even unto the end of the 
aion ;? using the same words that they did ex- 
actly, and thus endorsing the rationality of 
their ideu. 

Again, what does Paul mean where he says, 
‘God who at sundry times, and in divers man- 
ners, spake unto the fathers by the prophets, 
hath in these dast days spoken unto us by his 
Son.’ &c. John says, ‘ Little children, it is the 
last time.’ Peter and Jude might be quoted 
to the same effect. They speak of things 
which were to happen in the last days as ale 
ready coming to pass. There was certainly 
an end at hand, which the disciples were to 
‘endure to,’ ‘ hope to,’ ‘be confirmed unto,’ 
&e. Christ’s Coming was ‘ without observation,’ 
and we shall have to conclude that the world 
ended in the same way; and the ‘world to 
come’ begun. And this suggests another line 
of proof, which is this: It is certain that the 
kingdom of heaven commenced at the destruc- 
tion of Jerusalem ; and then Christ and those 
that sat on thrones with him, began to rule the 
nations with a rod of iron, so that this world 
became a subordinate territory of the kingdom 
of heaven—its nativnal existence, so to speak, 
came toanend. It is proper to say when a na- 
tion is conquered and its government dissolved, 
that that is an end of it. In such a sense this 
world came to an end when Christ ascended ; 
but more particularly when his body, the 
church, ascended, and the kingdom of heaven 
was fully organized. So that this year, instead 
of being the 5857th year of the world, is the 


1783d year of the kingdom of heaven.

Wecopy below from the 
Tribune an exceptional specimen, that might suit 
the Orthodox. It is worth something as evidence 
that there are various opinions in the rapping-world 
as well as in this. 

Facts touching ‘ Spiritualism.’ 
Whitesboro,’ Oneida Co., N. Y.? 
April 11, 1853.  § 
To the Editor of the N. Y. Tribune : 

Sir: Perceiving that you still publish facts 
on * Spiritualism,’’ in order that honest inquir- 
ers may be helped to form a consistent opinion 
on this vexed and quite absorbing subject, I 
offer them a few clusters of facts. 

More than two years since, while abroad, I 
was invited to investigate, in a circle of five, 
(all professors of religion of the Orthodox faith, ) 
and obtained, not very clearly, some communi- 
cations and responses—such, however, that I 
resolved, at some fitting occasion, to renew the 
investigation. Recently happening in ata pious 
neighbor’s, the mother says: ‘‘ My daughter’s 
hand still moves and shakes.’’ I said, ‘* Per- 
haps she is to become a writing medium.” A 
slate and pencil were brought ; her hand seized 
the latter, and after rapidly producing a few 
illegible lines, wrote the word ‘‘ Repent ;”” then 
after similar illegibles, “‘ believe ;” then, after 
the same, the words, “in Christ ;”” and again, 
as before, “* Why will you not all come?” 
Request was made that the name of the writer 
be given, when, after a few trials, to the sur- 
prise of the mother, the name of her daughter 
(who died very young) was plainly written; 
and the mother took it as au invitation to the 
medium and her other children to accept the 
Saviour. She (the spirit) was then asked to 
give her present age in figures. The figures 
were written, together with the words ‘ years 
and months.”? The reckoning was then made 
by the mother, counting with the fingers, and 
was found to be correct. Now, if all these 
spiritual communications in our land are Satan- 
ic, as I have often thought, how avoid the 
conclusion that Satan in the above case casts 
out Satan? Does he not too strongly hate 
Christ to invite and urge sinners to ‘‘ come to 
him ?”? 

The mother suggested that I sould ask 
questions ; when I inquired: ‘‘ Are any of my 
diseased friends present??? When the unex- 
pected word ‘‘one” was written. I asked, 
‘‘Have you any communication to make ?” 





Answer—“‘ Believe.” I said, ‘‘I will believe if 
you will write your name.” Unexpectedly, 
the word “‘ wife” Was written. I called at the 
house another time, to invite a visit to my 
house, as I wished to prove whether a writing 
I held in my hand, purporting to have been 
given by my wife more than two years ago, is 
really hers; when the hand of the daughter 
began to move violently as if to write now. 
The slate was brought, and my wife’s name 
was fairly and fully written, as if to say “J 
wrote it.” The medium had never known the 
name before. After a few questions and an- 
swers, I asked, “‘ Is there any punishment after 
death?” The hands of the medium shook 
so violently that she started up. and retreated 
from the table. Becoming composed and re- 
suming her position, I asked, ‘* How long is 
the punishment of the wicked?’? Answer— 
** Your Bible tells you.” The mother asked 
mentally, *‘ Is it eternal??? The daughter an- 
swered, ** Must not or cannot tell.” It was 
asked, ‘* Will some other spirit tell?” When 
the words, “‘ For such as have done the unpar- 
donable sin,’? were written. ‘Who wrote 
that?” Answer—‘ Wife” was written. At 
another time the question was put her, ‘ Are 
there any besides such that shall never enter 
heaven 7”? Answer— Yes.” 

(Question— Are angels only glorified spirits 
from earth?” ‘ Yes.”? Q.—More plainly—- 
** Were there angels created before man’s crea- 
tion ?”? A.—** Yes,” 

(Question—“ Will you now write out your 
age in full??? After several seemingly difficult 
efforts, as if calculating, the years and months 
were accurately given. I had to count before 
I knew the amount of the months. I thought 
they were 10, when she gave 9—the true 
number. 

I said, ‘‘ Many spirits have said, as we read, 
that there is no punishment after death, and 
that all are happy.” The answer was, “ Evil 
communications.” 

(Ques!ion—“ Are these evil spirits ?”” Ans.— 
“Yes.” ©.—* How shall we tell them ?” 
Ans.—-‘*When they deny Christ.” Q.—‘* Have 
you changed your belief since your death?” 
Ans.—* No.” Q.—‘‘ Are the Father, Son 
and Holy Ghost one God and equal 7”? Ans.— 
“ec Yes.” 

At another time. (@.——‘‘Is there such a 
being as Satan ?” A.‘ Yes.”? @.—‘t Some 
of the spirits or books say that in a revival God 
does not convert souls by J/is spirit, but em- 
ploys some spirit to do it—Is itso?” It was 
plainly and emphatically written, even to cross- 
ing the ¢’s and dotting the i’s, “‘ Zt is not.” 


().——‘* What is it moves on the heart in con- 
version 7”? Ans,—‘‘ God’s spirit.” 

(.— Do you carry about with you a body 
and soul, and is it such an one as _ we shali have 
at the resurrection 7” Ans.—‘* Yes.” 

Q.—-Will it injure the mind or health of the 
medium to be thus used frequently 7” Ans.—— 
“Her health.” Q.—*How often might she 
be thus employed 7”? Ans.—* Twice a week.” 

These are not all that was written. But are 
they not sufficient to put in question the con- 
clusion, that a// are the doings of demons? It 
is difficult to believe that Satan or his agents 
would, if able, write such Orthodox opinions, 
and exhort to repentanco and faith. Though 
Satan is said to transform himself into an angel 
of light, yet it is intimated that he, as false a- 
postles do, speaks falsely. That there are evi! 
spirits that write or rap false doctrine, is taught 
in the above communications. She who pro- 
fesses to give them died strong in the faith, 
has been in the spirit world more than twenty 
years, and claims to be exalted to the seventh 
sphere. The medium through whomthey came 
is fourteen years of age, andis unpracticed in 
deception. I am not fully fixed in my opinion 
as to the origin of these spiritual phenomena, 
and will wait for further proof and develop- 
ments. I do not think that such investigations 
have done me any harm, but rather that they 
have brought me nearer to God and to heav- 
enly contormity. I apprehend that excess in 
this, as well as in some other mental pursuits, 
causes derangement of intellect. Still, it is a 
fearful and critical subject, and should be pray- 
erfully and cautiously investigated. It was 
wise in the clergy of Brooklyn thus to try the 
spirits before they condemned them, if it be, 
as Mr. Beecher reports it is, an overwhelming 
evil, and is likely to increase. Ifa portion of 
the revelation is from good spirits—as many ju- 
dicious and religious persons believe—by wisel 
distinguishing the good from the evil, sr 
good may result. As the result already Deists 
and Atheists have renounced their scepticism 
and some have professed repentance and em- 
braced the Gospel. It is possible that Satan 
may have thus unwillingly accomplished good. 

CANDIDUS. 
We see nothing that requires us to place any more 
confidence in the divine authority and infallibility 
of these responses, than we do in those of the Univer- 





salist or Infidel oracles. And on the other hand, it 
is not necessary, nor (in our opinion) wise, to ascribe 
all that comes in this way, to demons out of the 
flesh, to jugglers in it, or to electricity and un- 
known laws of nature. The simplest theory is that 
men and women in Hades, are very much the same 
as they were before they went there, and, previous to 
their judgment and resurrection, have no better 
means of knowing all the secrets of the universe than 
we have in this world, and in some respects not so 
good ; and therefore should not be sought unto for 
knowledge that can be had from the Spirit of truth 
and the Bible. The woman reported in the above 
account, appears to haye been a devout Orthodox be- 
liever in her lifetime, and to be sostill. Her testimo- 
ny is as good as it would be ifshe were alive, and as 
good as that of her Universalist fellow-prisoners in 
Hades—and no better. We believe her answers on 
theological subjects ure mostly correct, but the fact 
that she speaks from the spirit-world adds nothing 
to our faith ; and cannot really add anything to the 
rational faith of the consulters of such oracles ; be- 
cause they have hundreds of testimonies equally rev- 
erend in respect to source and circumstances, that 
teach opposite doctrines. Hades is not at all likely 
to help us out of our controversies and perplexities 
about the world to come. It is a chance if its med- 
dling does not complicate them worse than ever. 
We must fight the old fight of faith with the old ar- 
mor--looking for peace and day-light in the direction 
of the Primitive church ; who alone are past the 
judgment and in the resurrection. 





Home-Talk by J. H. N.---No. 194. 
(Rerorrep For THE Came Maren 4, 1853.) 
THE SPIRIT OF HEAVEN. 


I suppose that the true idea of the See- 
ond Coming, agreeing with the expectations 
of the Primitive church during the time 
that they were making preparation, is, that 
it was the beginning of entire Communism. 
Previously to that event, the believers were 
in circumstances more or less conformed to 
the world—living apart—separated from 
each other and from their brethren in Hades. 
But they had a little foretaste on the day 
of Pentecost of the spirit of heaven. The 
rushing, mighty influence that came upon 
them then, foretokened the nature of the 
Second Coming; and the communism that 
resulted was only a sample of the unobstruc. 
ted working of the spirit of heaven. They 
knew from that experience, and they knew 
from the nature of Christ, and from the 
whole doctrine and argument of the gospel, 
that whenever all obstructions were removed, 
the children of God would flow into perfect 
unity, unity with God and with each other, 
and entire communism would take place.— 
They had it set before them as that which they 
were to prepare for during the forty years 
of transition. They were in just the situa- 
tion that a company of disciples with our 
principles would be, who, living in ordinary 
circumstances, were contemplating associa- 
tion and making preparation for it. They 
were constantly getting ready for the Sec- 
ond Coming. 


The Second Coming was predicted as a 
great gathering. Paul says to the Thessa- 
lonians, ‘ We beseech you brethren, by the 
Coming of our Lord Jesus Christ, and by 
our gathering together unto him, that ye be 
not soon shaken in mind,’ &c. Christ in 
Matt. 24:, says, ‘ He shall send his angels 
and gather together, his elect from the four 
winds, from one end of heaven to the other.’ 
The great transactions of the Second Com- 
ing were of the nature of a grand re-union. 
In the first place, Christ, who had been ab- 
sent from his disciples, came again; and at 
the same time those who had been separa- 
ted by death were re-united ; all the mem- 
bers of Christ came into each other’s pres- 
ence—it was a gathering of all the material 
that was prepared in this world and Hades. 
They were called by the voice of God and 
gathered together in one great association. 
Christ had first gone on to the ground he in- 
tended to occupy, and had built a house, and 
then he sent out his servants and brought 
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his family. 

Communism with God and with each oth- 
er, is the most comprehensive idea we can 
get of what took place at the Second Com- 
ing. So that the beginning we have made 
in gathering ourselves together on the basis 
of entire communism, is the budding forth 
of the Second Coming dispensation and gos- 
pel in this world. And if we want to see 
communism going forth conquering and to 
conquer, it will be by our apprehending and 
confessing Christ and the Primitive church, 
in the state that is past the Second Coming. 
In any state antecedent to the Second Com- 
ing, our system of communism is premature. 
But as connecting ourselves with the Primi- 
tive church, and those who are in that king- 
dom where entire communism is commenced, 
our system is just the budding forth of the 
heavenly organization. 

I fully believe that communism is the 
‘universal panacea,’ the ‘ grand catholicon,’ 
‘ all-healing ointment,’ ‘ matchless sanative,’ 
or by whatever other name you may please 
to designate a medicine that contains all 
virtue. Entire communism, understanding 
by that communism first with God, and then 
with one another, is a principle that is suffi- 
cient for entire salvation ; salvation for soci- 
ety, and for individuals. It is the constitu- 
tion of the new havens and the new earth. 
I believe that entire communism accepted 
in the heart, and familiarized to all our 
senses, will cure sensuality in all its forms. 
That is to say, it will destroy the flesh, and 
make anend of egotism. Let it be under- 
stood that this is the principle and _ basis 
that our hearts and lives are to be founded 
on, that they are to be yielded up, as fast as 
they can be, to the spirit of entire commu- 
nism, and it will kindle a fire in the flesh 
that will burn it as chaff. I am _ not at all 
afraid of this principle, lest it should bring 
laziness, sensuality, and self-seeking. T am 
perfectly satisfied from the nature of things, 
that it will cure these evils, and nothing else 
under heaven will. 

The extension of the system of commu- 
nism commenced at the Second Coming, was 
distinctly promised. In the dispensation of 
the fulness of times is to be another great 
gathering—then shall be ‘ gathered together 
in one all things in Christ, both which are 
in heaven and which are on earth.’ Then 
will be communism of heaven and earth. 

The commandment, ‘ Thou shalt love the 
Lord thy God with all thy heart, and thy 
neighbor as thyself,’ is communism in the 
form of Jaw. The spirit of that law was in 
Jesus Christ, manifested in his whole life ; 
manifested in the spirit which came from 
him on the day of Pentecost, and as far as 
it could be, in the whole course of the Primi- 
tive church ; and finally it was manifested 
at the Second Coming, in the transactious 
by which he gained his object of having an 
association, aud forming a socic ty on hi 
ova principles. Up to that time, he had 
patiently submitted to let the institutions of 
selfishness ride over his chosen ones ; but 
then he rose in his wrath and delivered 
them. ‘The account in the sixth of Revela- 
tions shows that it required a mighty will 
to carry his purpose. ‘he kiags of the 
earth, and the great men, had to call on the 
10cks to fall on them and hide them from his 
face. He was not angry with them in 
a malicious way, but it was the wrath of 
love—it was his anger at the obstructions 
to communism—he had to let loose destruc- 
tion to clear a space for carrying out his 
project of association.

Dublin (Ireland) correspondent of the Tribun:, 
that while the emigration of the Irish to this 
country continues unabated, many of the large 
Estates in the depopulated Districts,—ealled 
Eneumbered Estates—are being sold in small 
parcels to thrifty settlers from England and 
Scotland.

This change looks good, and will undoubtedly 
be a benefit to Treland. According to this cor- 
respondent, the question of national education 
in Ireland, is ‘ séttled and safe.? The system 
adopted provides for ‘United education for 
common, that is, moral and literary education ; 
and the books in use in all the schools, under 
the Board, secure that this common education 
shall be based on religion, so far as the great 
principles are concerned held by all believers 
in the Bible; and opportunity afforded, in the 
use of the school-rooms, for such separate re- 
ligious instruction as the different religious 
bodies may themselves choose to make provi- 
siov for. 








JaPWe see by this morning’s Tribune, that Gov. 
Lane of New Mexico, assuming that the Mecilla Val- 
ley was left in the Mexican State of Chihuahua, by 
an error on the part of Mr. Bartlett, the late Boun- 
dary Commissioner, has issued a proclamation claim- 
ing it for the United States; and has called on Col. 
Sumner for military aid to take possession of the 
Valley. The Colonel, however, declined, doubting 
the authority of the Governor in the premises. The 
Mexican authorities refuse to give up the disputed 
territory, and have occupied it with troops. What 
the action of the United States’ Government in the 
case will be, is not known. 

J" Among the casualties that have lately occur- 
red, we notice the loss of the Steamer Independence, 
off the coast of Lower California, with some one hun- 
dred and twenty-five, or one hundred and fifty lives ; 
and acollision of an Emigrant Train with an Hx- 
press, at the crossing of the Michigan Southern Rail- 
road and the Central Railroad, by which fifteen or 
twenty were killed, and fifty or sixty wounded.— 
This railroad accident and several others of a simi- 
lar character, have produced much excitement in 
the public mind at the carelessness and mismanage- 
ment that occasioned them. 


The New York ©rystal Palace. 

It is stated in the article ou the Crystal Palace, 
in the Vribune of Saturday the 23d instant, from 
which we made an extract in our last No., that the 
Palace will be opened for Exhibition about the first 
of June, instead of the first of May, as was intended, 
This delay hes been unavoidably occasioned by the 
‘* difficulty in procuring iron castings, and from the 
necessity of some slight chauyes in some of the cast- 
ings to be used in the constuction of the dome. 

it is also stated, that ‘from all sections of this 
country, as well as from all quarters of Europe, evi- 
dences have been received of the great interest mani- 
fested in this enterprise. Local Committees of great 
influence have formed in different sections of the 
Union, upon which men of public weight and busi- 
ness energy have consented to serve, in order to aid 
in the complete triumph of this undertaking, and 
render it in a high egree useful and honorable to 
our country.” Over seven thousand applications 
from exhibitors have already been received. Of 
these about 3000 were from Europe, distributed main- 
ly as follows: from Great Britain about 700; Ger- 
many not far from 800 ; France over 500: the Neth- 
lands about 200; Switzerland near 100; many from 
Italy, and some from other countries. The goods 
thus offered would fill the Crystal Palace, at least 
five times ; but their abundance will enable the 
manager to make the best selection, and thus there 
will be no meagorness of show. The array of quan- 
tities will be less than at the World’s Fair in Lon- 
don ; but the assortment of qualities will be more

varied and complete. The articles from foreign 
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| Crystal Palace will serve as a bonded warehouse for 
| . . 
| their reception. 

The entire Palace is constructed of iron and glass, 
except the floor and roof. The roof will be covered 
with plank and tin. Although itis the largest 
building in America, yet in comparison with the 
London Crystal Palace, it seems quite insignificant. 
The total exhibiting surface in that lalace, inclu- 
ding the galleries, was about 22 acres—the ground 
floor being 18 acres; while the total exhibiting sur- 
face of the New York Palace, including the galleries, 
is only about 4 acres—the ground floor being 2 1-2 
acres. 

}elow we give some extracts describing the build- 
ing, and for a further description, we refer the rea- 
der to an article on the Crystal Palace, in the third 
No. of the present Vol. of the Circular. 

The glass is an eighth of an inch thick, and is en- 
ameled by a new process, which saves the necessity 
of covering it with cloth, as was done in the Crystal 
Palace at London. The enamel is laid upon the 
glass in a fluid state with a brush, and after being 
dried it is subjected to the intense heat of » kiln, 
which vitrifies the coating, rendering it as fixed 
and durable as tne glass itself. It has an effect 
similar to that produced by ground glass, being 
translucent, but not transparent—so that the sun’s 
rays are diffused, and yield an agreeable light to 
those within the apartment enclosed, without being 
visible to those on the outside. d ai . . 

In the center of the Palace will be a beautiful 
crystal fountain ; »nd in other parts of the building 
small fountains cf cologne and essences. Around 
the entire Palace, except next to the Reservoir, will 
be a neat and substantial railing, about four and a 
half feet high, and twenty-five or thirty feet from 
the building. The ground within this enclosure 
will be graded and tastefully laid out in grass plots. 
Outside of this fence the ground will be dagged.— 
There will be wide walks at the entrances to the 
building. The iron work and glass will be tasteful- 
ly painted ; aud present a pleasing appearance—es- 
pecially in the interior of this building. The aspect 
of the building will be entirely different from that 
of the London Crystal Palace. Its form affords the 
requisite scope for a pic sing variety of architectu- 
ral embellishment, by which all monotony can be 
avoided ; and it allows a very economical use of the 
ground. The rising dome, independent of its effect 
in te interior arrangement of the edifice, will give 
hight and majesty. ’ , ? . 4 i 

The Machinery Department will be in a building 
adjoining, but independent of the Palace. The edi- 
fice for the purpose will be between the Palace and 
and the Reservoir, with wings at each end. The 
main building will be 400 feet long, Ly 24 wide, a:.d 
50 high, divided into two stories and coverea with 
glass. In the upper story will be the gallery of 
paintings, &. The wings will be each 100 feet 
long, by 27 wide, and one story high, and, together 
with the first story of the main building, will be filled 
with moving machinery—thus making a grand hall 
of mechanism of 600 feet in length. This building 
will also serve to separate the Reservoir and the 
Palace. The steam used as a motive power for the 
machinery in exhibition, is generated in a building 
across the street opposite; and is conveyed under 
the street through pipes to the building in which 
the engine for moving the machinery is located.
